nounces that the corps of Missouri 
Pacific surveyors which started at 
Eldon something over two months 
ago, has reached that part of Dallas 
county, and have made their head­ 
quarters there for the time being. 
T he Jefferson C ity Tribune of last 
evening says : 
Buffalo is in the south central 
part of Dallas county, and about 
twenty-five or thirty miles from 
Springfield. 
The most 
difficult 
part of the country between Jeffer­ 
son C ity and Springfield has been 
traversed by the surveying party, 
and 
the 
route from 
Buffalo 
to 
Springfield, it is said, is compara­ 
tively an easy one. 
T he route projected to Buffalo 
has been surveyed under many dif­ 
ficulties, as some of the country is 
exceedingly rough. 
W h a t remains 
of the route will probably be fin- 
iseed in a short time, and it 
is 
thought the surveyors will reach 
Springfield in three weeks. 
Some three weeks ago it was 
thought by many that the object­ 
ive point of the survëV was Carth­ 
age. 
This theory was taken be­ 
cause of the survey remaining so 
far out of the line with what was 
considered 
the 
logical 
route 
to 
Springfield, 
and because 
of the 
large interests of the Missouri P a­ 
cific 
which center at Carthage. 
T he route, however, bearing ai far 
w estward as it does, is considered 
the easiest and most 
feasible of 
any that has been traversed in the 
southwestern country. 
T w o weeks 
ago the surveyors turned south and 
w ill 
now 
proceed 
as 
direct 
to 
Springfield as the topography of 
the country will allow. 
W hen this survey between J ef­ 
ferson C ity and Springfield is fin­ 
ished there is some rumor to the 
effect that a route will be projected 
from some point on the line of the 
present survey to Carthage and the 
lead 
and 
zinc 
mining 
country. 
This would seem to be a practical 
move for the Missouri Pacific com­ 
pany, in view of the business that 
comes from that part and the long 
haul by Pleasant H ill which it is 
necessary to make in order to reach 
St. Louis. 
Those familiar with railroad af­ 
fairs say that the Missouri Pacific 
would save much in many ways by 
connecting with Carthage. W heth­ 
er the main line will be built to 
Carthage or Joplin is still a matter 
of conjecture. 
W hen the surveying party first 
made its appearance at Jefferson 
C ity there was talk of surveying 
three routes, one from some point 
on the Bagnell branch, one from 
Versailles 
and 
the 
other 
from 
W arsaw . 
Whether this will 
be 
done there is as yet no intimation. 
T he route from Eldon, however, 
besides being the shortest, has an 
easier grade and is preferable in 
many ways. 
The 
county 
court 
of 
Dallas 
county has submitted the question 
of voting an issue of bonds to liqui­ 
date the railroad debt that has hung 
over the county for many years. 
T he 
bonded debt, including the 
interest, now amounts to nearly 
$600,000. 
The present proposition 
calls for an issue of something over 
$200 000. 
The railroad company 
has agreed to let this wipe out the 
entire railroad debt, besides allow­ 
ing $100,000 of it to go as Dallas 
county’s contribution to the bonus 
asked by the promoters of the road 
south to Springfield. 
The question 
w ill be voted on early in February.
